$7 a week foreign millworkers in an 
attempt 
to 
discredit 
their cause 


•while they were on a strike last win- 
ter as a protest against a reduction 
of wages. 


Mr. Wood's arrest is worthy of 


the attention of every man, woman 
and child in the country who wears 
"woolens. 
Because of the fact that 
Mr. Wood and his fellow woolen 
trust magnates contribute heavily to 
Republican campaign funds. 
Con- 
gress has been in the habit of plac- 
ing the 
tariff 
on woolens high 
enough to keep out all competitions, 
so that the woolen trust could be 
free to charge any price they desired, 
up to the limit of the ability of the 
people to pay. 
The result is thai 
Americans are paying from thirty to 
one hundred per cent, more for 
•woolen clothing and blankets than 
the resident of Great Britain pay. 


The story of the career of Mr. 


Wood provides a curious paradox. 
He is the oppressor of 150,000 mis- 
erable New England textile workers; 
a few years ago he was one of them. 
In his youth, he felt the sting of hun- 
ger himself, but now he is pitiless "in 
his thoughts of his employes. 
He 
has grown enormously rich, but de- 
clares that from $4 to $9 a week is 
enough for those who labor in his 
mills. 


It is said of many captains of in- 


dustry that they are ignorant of the 
conditions of the workeres who earn 
their fortunes for them; that if they 
knew the distress of their employes 
they would seek to remedy it. Not 
SO -with Wood. 
He knows. 
Their 
distress he s'ees. 
Their cries he 
hears. 


Wood's father was a Portuguese- 
Jew emigrant. He labored in a cot- 
ton mill and died of tuberculosis, a 
disease common to cotton and wool 
spinners. 
The father's name is be- 


lieved to have been Alphonse LeHair, 
or LeVair. 


When the woolen mill employes, 


•which are composed of 42 different 
nationalities, most of whom cannot 
speak in English, went on & strike 
the fathers and mothers decided to 
send their babes and little children 
away to friends in other cities in 
order that they might not not suffier 
from hunger during the strike. Mr. 
Wood's agents beat the women, and 
tore the little ones from their moth- 
ers' arms when the children were 
about to be placed on trams. 
Thus 


did 'Mr. Wood "Protect" his em- 
ployes.

Devices Used to Create Infcide Foot- 
ball 


Each season witnesses new con- 


trivances which are used as aids to 
the mentors in helping to ground 
their charges in tbe rudiments of 
football. 


Two 
new ones, 
the 
"bucking 
strap" and the "charging fence," are 
described with illustrations in the 
October Popular Mechanics Maga- 
zine. 
The former consists of two 


parallel pieces oi leather or canvas, 
connecting two 
stretches of rope. 


The square, formed by the leathers 
and the ropes, is large enough to al- 
low the head of the player to enter 
and at the same time small enough 
to check the forward progress of the 
shoulders. 
The ball is passed to a 


back who plunges forward, but in- 
stead of ducking his bead and simply 
"bucking," tbe player is forced to 
keep his eyes up, lest a slight move- 
ment of the ropes, held at each end 
by other pla^crn, will mean the driv- 
ing of his head solidly against the 
leathers, instead of going through 
the square. 


The object of this device is to 


teach backs to "pick a hole" when 
they are called upon to carry the ball 
through an opposing line, instead of 
going blindly into a mass of players. 


The charging fence is simply a 


loose pole between two uprights. The 
posts are about four yards apart and 
under the cross-bar two lines of can- 
didates for the forward positions are 
pitted against each other.

SYRIA'S HUGE 
MONOLITH. 


Largest Ston» Ever Quarried I* »' Relie 


-' 
of Antiquity. 


One of the most interesting proofs of 


the wonderful civilization of tb'e an 
cients is afforded by the great slab of 
stone atJBaalbec, in Syria. „ This., huge 
monolith Is sixty-nine feet long, foury 
teen feet broad a*nd seventeen feet in 
depth It is said to be the largest piece 
of stone ever quarried and its estimat- 
ed weight is 1,500 tons. 


It is thought by archaeological scho! 


are that this huge stone was intended 
by the ancient builders to adorn the 
Temple of'the Sun near by—now, of 
course, in ruins. Here in one of the 
walls which still stand are to be seen 
huge slabs of stone, which 'careful 
measurements show to be sixty-three 
feet long and thirteen feet high. 


And, 
more remarkable still, they are 


placed in position nineteen feet above 
the ground leveL Moreover, although 
no' sign of any cementing "mixture is to 
be found in these ancient bufldingrs. 
the stones have been squared and pol- 
ished so evenly that only after the 
most minute search can the joints be 
found and when traced it is Impossible 
to thrust the blade of a pocket knife 
between them!

THROWING THE DISCUS. 


Methods of the Grecian Athletes In 


Homeric Times. 


Discus throwing was a refined form 


of hurling the stone. 
In Homeric 


times,,and even at Olympia, a stone or 
mass of iron was first used for the 
purpose. This was held by a leathern 
thong, swung in a circle and burled as 
far as possible. A circular or lentic- 
ular disk of bronze was used at least 
as early as the beginning of the fifth 
century. 


A standard weight must, of course, 


be assumed for the great games. A 
discus now in the British museum, 
which seems to have been need, weighs 
11' pounds" 9 ounces, but ^.whether this 
was'the -standard weight or not Is not 
definitely known. ' • 


The, thrower took his stand upon a 


slight elevation of limited circumfer- 
ence, where he could have a secure 
foothold and was prevented from run- 
ning. -Then, with a swing of ;the arm 
and a corresponding movement of the 
whole body, he hurled the discus as 
far_ as possible. 


The valu«~ of the body movement 


was recognized by the sculptor Myorn 
In his famous statue. "The Discobo- 
lus," and is understood by the'modern 
athlete when be swings the hammer or 
even when he makes a drive at golf.

It sinks slowly, and 
when the bottom Is reached it fails 
gently into the soft, oozy bed, witb.no 
crash or breaking. 


Of course if it is ladeu with pig iron 


or corresponding substances or if it is 
an iron ship it sinks rapidly and some- 
times s'trikes the bottom with such 
force as to smash in pieces. 
Once 


sunken a ship becomes the prey of the 
countless inhabitants of the ocean. 


They swarm over and through the 


great boat and make it their home. 
Besides this they cover every inch of 
the boat with a thick layer of lime 
This takes time, of course, and wheu 
one generation dies another continues 
the work until finally the ship is so 
laden with heavy- incrustations, corals, 
sponges and barnacles that if wood 
the creaking timbers fall apart and 
slowly but surely are absorbed in the 
waste at the sea bottom. 


Iron vessels are demolished more 


quickly than those of wood, which 
may last for centuries. The only met- 
als that withstand the chemical action 
of the waves are gold and platinum.

The words of verse 30 are most prac- 


tical aad remind as of our great, prlv 
ilege of telling all that we do anc 
teach to Jesus, receiving our message 
from 'Him and trusting- Him to wor 
In us to will and to do of His gooc 
pleasure. It Is the old lesson of Prov 
ill, 6, "In all thy ways .acknowledgi 
Him, and He shall direct thy paths,' 
and the new one of Phil. iv,;6, 7. There 
Is nothing like talking it all over -with 
Him both before and after. , I am a! 
ways reminded by this verse In ou 
lesson of a little book entitled "Tel 
Jesus," by Anna Shlpton. 


The words "No leisure so much as 


to eat" (verse 31) give us some Idea 
of His day by day busy, crowded ful 
life, for others, seven days a week 
even on the Sabbath day (Mark" 1 
21-31; Matt, xil, 12; John ix, 4, 14) 
for he taught that it is lawful to do 
•well on that also. Our own 'works or 
•words are not lawful on that day (Isa. 
Ivlii, 13, 14). neither do they count at 
any 
time. 
"Come apart and resl 


awhile" does .-sound refreshing to a 
•weary one, but we shall see .how they 
rested. 
When the people knew that 


He had started across the sea they 
ran afoot out of all cities and outwent 
them, and when Jesus came -He saw 
much people and was moved with 
compassion and received them and, as 
was his custom^ spake unto them of 
the kingdom of God and healed them 
that had need of healing (verses 33. 
34; Lnke ix. li). May the mention of 
the kingdtpm always lead us froin the 
heart to say "Thy kingdom come. Thy 
will be done in earth as it Is in heav- 
en" (Matt vt 10), for less than that 
•will not be the kingdom of. God.- John 
tells us that it was Passover time, and 
that also suggests a phase -of the king- 
dom, for at the last Passover. Jesus 
said. "I will not any more eat thereof 
until it be fulfilled in the '"kingdom. of 
God" (Luke xxii. 16). That Tvill be the 
time of Israel's restoration at the be- 
ginning of the millennial kingdom.

Thou knowest; Thou didst feed many 
thousands in the ^wilderness for forty 
years and there ;is nothing too bard 
for Thee (Jer. xxxii, IT). 
But Philip 


knew neither his Lord nor himself. 
and on the night before the crucifixion 
Jesus had occasion to say to him.- 
"Have I been so long time with\ynn 
and yet hast thou not known Me, Phil 
ip?".(John xiv. 9.) 
Philip's reply In 


our lesson story (John vi, T) shows 
that he was capable of and evidently 
did some mental figuring, but to him 
the case was hopeless.

Ing the food, ar.cl then gave it to the 
disciples to pass on to the multitudes 
There would be at least fifty compa- 
nies of a hundred e.ich or a hundred 
companies of -fifty each, so the disci- 
plea had enough to do to make them 
forget themselves for awhile.

vide five loaves and two fishes among 
twelve disciples and how much each 
had to start out with and just how 
the food multiplied as they gave it 
out, but we are not told and so must 
leave it 
We are told that they did 


all eat and were filled, 5,000 men. be 
sides women and children (Matt xiv, 
21), 
and thnt twelve baskets full of 


the fragments were gathered up when 
all was over. 
A. little later He fed 


4;000 men with seven loaves and a 
few. little fishes, and they were filled 
'and seven baskets of fragments gath- 
ered up (Matt, xv, 32-38; Mark viii.

ceded by a preliminary speech In 
•which Mr. -Clemens wittily criticised 
the supposed necessity of having any 
uniform and -arbitrary way of spelling 
words. Among several amusing illus- 
trations of his argument was one as 
follows: 'I have a correspondent whose 
Setters are always a refreshment to 
me, there Is such a breezy, -unfettered 
•originality about his -orthography. He 
always spells Kow with a la^ge K. 
Now, that is just as good as to spell 
it in the conventional way with a 
small 'one: It is better, for it sug- 
gests to the mind a new, grand and 
imgressir-e creature.1

ensued Mr. Clemens produced BO 'su- 
perb effects of varigated spelling,' but 
stood up among the last five, if my 
record is right, only Mr. Clark, Miss 
Keep.

MOTION OF THE EARTH., 


lit May Easily Be Demonstrated by * 


Simple Method. 


It is <juite passible to prove that the 


earth revolves on its ails by « simple 
•experiment and without having re- 
course to mathematics. Take a good 
aired bowl, flint nearly fuU'«f wafer 
and place It upon the floor" of a room 
which is not exposed to shaking or 
jarring from the street 


Sprinkle over the surface of the wa- 


ter a-coating of lycopodiam powder, a 
white substance which can be bought 
at almost any drug store. Then upon 
the surface of this coating of powder

with 
powdered 
charcoal

straight black line, say, an inch or two 
Inches la length and lying north and 
«outfa. 


Having made this little black mark 


with the charcoal powder on the sur- 
face of the contents of the bowl, lay 
down npon the floor a stick or some 
other straight object, so that it shall 
be exactly parallel with the mark. 


Lreave the bowl undisturbed for a 


Jfew hours and then notice the position 
of the black mark with reference to 
the object that it was parallel with. 
It will be found to have shifted its di- 
rection and to have moved from east 
to west—that is to say, in a direction 
opposite to that of the movement of 
the earth on its axis. 


The earth in simply revolving has 


carried'the water and everything elsp 
in the bowl around with It, but the 
powder on the surface has been left 
behind a little. The Hne will always 
be found to have moved from east to 
west, which IsLgood proof that every- 
thing else has moved the other way.

Protecting Grapes From Bees 


v State Zoologist H. A. Surface, at 
his office in Harrisburg, has received 
several letters asking how to protect 
grapes from bees. 
One writer from 


the central part of Pennsylvania says, 
"They are ruining them as soon as 
they 
become thoroughly ripened. 
Can the grapes b'e removed and kept 
wrapped in paper K>T packed in saw- 
dust?" The'reply of Professor Sur- 
fas is as follpws: 
• "You can prompt grapes from bees 
by either - pitting bags" around the 
Clusters, pr {picking them before they 
are pver-ripe, and wrapping them 
up. and laying them away. The bees 
flP .WK'^*^ «ie'grappa until after 
tliert -skins have,, ib-aftst1 or are weak- 
ened by disease, pr are opened by 
-some insect; tike the wasp or yellow- 
jackpt, land; j^fter-fhe grapes have be- 
Cpme bruised or opened the bees will 
of course, clean them'out. Pick them 
before they becpme ' o'ver-ripe or 
Mtrst and they will keep as well 
.Wrapped up and laid away."
